Summary of Hels from the Far Enst. 


JAPAN. 
. YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by the present mail should be to the 4th Sept., but the 
P. and O. steamer Ottuwa broke down, and did not reach Hong 
Kong in time. On the 22nd inst. we received, via San Francisco 
dates from Yokohama to the 7th Sept. The London mail of 12th 
July arrived out on the 27th August. 


The local papers teem with details of the destruction by fire of 
the steamer America, which we have already given in our last issue. 
The Court of Inquiry as to the burning of the America summed 
up as follows :—In conclusion, we most regretfully state that 
from all the evidence we are convinced that the fire was the 
result of intention and not of accident. Only the most remote 
and improbable chance for it to have occurred from any. accident 
exists ; whereas a person so disposed could, in our opinion, with- 
out difficulty, and with but the slightest chance ‘of detection, 
have communicated this fire. The inducement to do this may 
have arisen from antipathy on the part of some person towards 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company or some of its officers, 
or from the fact that the Chinese passengers, although so 
few in number, were so generally supplied with large sums of 
money. This may have become known on shore and induced some 
wretch to fire the ship for the sake of an opportunity of robbing 
these people during the conflagration. 

The following items are from the Japan Herald :— 

The charge against Cupt. Hereiro, of the Peruvian barque 
Maria Luz, which put in here in distress, for cruelty towards the 
coolies he was carrying to Peru, has at length been decided. The 
juigme rt says that according to Japanese law the captain has 
rendered himsclf liable to one hundred days’ confinement in his 
own honse, or one hundred lashes, or the Court may, in its mercy, 
pardon the offender. ‘The Court, taking into consideration, how- 
ever, the creai inconvenience the captain has been subjected to, and 
the length of time that he has been delayed, recommended that— 
the effence he purdoned. and the captain permitted to leave with 
his ship. This judgment, prior to being rendered, was submitted 
to the foreign Consuls for their opinion, one only of whom, and 
that bing the British, coincided with it, the American Consr 
arguing tha: the Governments of Portugal, Japan, and Peru w 
alone concerned. The French and Dutch Consuls alleged ’ 
the Court had been wrongly constituted, whilst the Consu’ 
Germany, Portugal, Italy, and D.nmark sent in a protest / 
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the devision. The judgment has met with disapprobation, princi- 
pally on the ground that Capt. Hereiro was never formally put 
upon his trial. 

Apropos of this subject, the position ‘of Mr. Acting Assistant 
Judge Hannen throughout the case has been the topic for some 
remark. Although not a member of the Court, he occupied a 


seat on the bench, and was allowed to question several of the 


witnesses. , 

The protest of M. Colleau against the jadgment of the Court 
in the same matter hns called forth statement from Count Tu- 
reone, the French Churqe d'4ffaires, in which he says that, the 
protest having been written without his knowledge. he, as the 
representative of France, rejects ita conclusions. The ease, how- 
ever, is by no means disposed of. The captain of the Maria Luz 
has demanded, without success, of the Government the return of 
his passengers, who are all on shore, fed and lodged by the autho- 
rities. He has commenced an action against the coolies for spe- 
cific performance of their contract, which will be heard in a few 
days. The captain has threatened to abandon his ship, and it is 
thought extremely probable that the Peruvian Government will 
demand explanations and satisfaction at the hands of the Govern. 
ment for their action in thiscase. There is some feeling here 
against the coolie trade, but at the same time it is felt that inter- 
national law andj the ordinary methods of judicial procedure 
must be observed. 

An inquest has been held on the body of James Noble, a Bri- 
tish subject, who met his death in a Japanese jail at Osaka whilst 
undergoing a term of imprisonment on the warrant of H.B.M.’s 
Acting Consul, Mr. Wilkinson. The jury returned a verdict of 
death by apoplexy. Some severe and by no means undeserved 
remarks have been passed on Mr. Wilkinson's procedure for his 
having sentenced a British subject to undergo imprisonment in 
such @ nauseous cell and without any proper medical supervision. 

The date of the autumn race meeting has been fixed for the 
30th and 31st October, and the Ist November. 

C. O. Shepard, United States Consul, has been elected a member 
of the race committee in the place of Mr. Melhuish, who goes 
home on a visit. 

Mr. Lowder, of the Consular Service, has been requested to fill 
an important position in the Japanese Customs. Under his direc- 
tion, the management from the commencement of the present 
month has been such as to remove some causes of irritation. 
Many long-delayed but necessary reforms in this department may 
be looked for at Mr. Lowder’s hands. The appointment has given 
much satisfaction to all engaged in trade here. 

Mr. Uyeno, formerly Commissioner of Customs, subsequently 
holding an appointment in the Finance Office, and who has been 
employed abroad on occasional missions, in which he has acquitted 
himself with some ability, has been appointed Minister Resident 
at Washington, vice Mr. Mori, resigned. 

Tae Shosha Company some time ago gbtained permission from 
the Government to issue bank notes, which arrived from London 
a shore time since, and are now being issued in Yokohama by the 
company. They are very similar in appearance to the notes of 
the foreign banks. Someare printed on good tough paper. Each 
one is numbered, and hag its value stated both in Muglish and 
Japanese. They also have a picture of Fusiyama, the sea, and 
surrounding country.

The following extraordinary account we take from the Japan 
Herald ; the next mail will bring further accounts of the arraign- 
ment and trial of Mr. Cousens, when we shall be able to form 
some judgment on the subject :— 

We hear of a singular and apparently unealled for piece of 
official faterferenee a¢ Kobe. It appears idat Mr. Consens, who 
was about leaving that port fér Yokohama, on Sunday last by the 
New York, pushed off from the shore in a native boat. Just as 
he reached the steamer’s ladder, another boat, which contained, 
as Mr. Cousens was afterwards informed, Mr. R. G@. Watson, 
H.B.M.’s Charge @Affaires, Mr. Gower, and Mr. Wilkinson, 
H.B.M’s'Consul at Osaka, pulled up. One of the sendos of this 
boat pushed that of Mr. Cousens out of the way; this he re- 
sented by striking the coolie with a mat. Mr. Wilkinson then 
got up in his boat, and said to Mr. Cousens, ‘Do you know who 
I am, Sir?” Mr. Cousens replied by saying “he did not know, 
and what was more, he did not care;” and as the sendo again 
pushed his boat out of the way, Mr. Cousens struck the coolie a 
second time with the mat. At this Mr. Wilkinson got very ex- 
cited, and said, “ You shall hear further from me, Sir.” On board 
nothing was thought of this little squabble, but just as the ship 
wags commencing to steam away, who should pull alongside but 
Mr. Wilkinson and a constable armed with a warrant from the 
American Consulate to stop the ship. Mr. Wilkinson, whilst 
climbing up the ladder, exclaimed, in a very excited manner, 
“ Arrest that man, arrest that man,” and going on board, still 
very excited, and pointing out Mr. Cousens, said, “ I call upon 
every British subject, in the Queen’s name, to assist me in arrest- 
ing that man.” Mr. Cousens made no resistance, but simply pro- 
tested. As the ship was just leaving some of the passengers 
offered to be bail for Mr. Cousens, and to be answerable for any 
fine that might be tinflicted. This was refused, and an ap- 
plication was made to Mr. Watson to allow the matter to be 
settled in Yokohama. He declined to interfere. Mr. Cousens 
was consequently carried on shore, a victimjto the caprice of Mr. 
Wilkinson, who said “he had a painful duty io perform, but as a 
British Consul he must do it.” 

Mr. Daloz, Vice-Consul de France, has left Hiogo for Europe. 
Although the regrets felt for this gentleman’s absence are very 
general, there is satisfaction in the fact that he intends to make 
his return trip very shortly. Until that time the business of the 
French Consulate will be conducted by H.B.M.’s Consul. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, Ava. 28 (vA Sax Francisco). 
Since my last letter, despatched on the 14th instant via San 
Francisco, the following mails have been received here: the 
French of the 5th July, on the 21st instant, 47 days out from

Cadmus on the 26th, 45 days. Our harbour looks very lively just 
now, owing to the numerous arrivals of war vesscls. At the pre- 
sent time no less than three admirals are in port with their flag- 
ships. British: Admiral Shadwell, in the Zron Duke. Ameri- 
can: Admiral Jenkins, in the Colorado. Russian: Admiral 
Fedorovski, in the Vitiaz. The man-of-war fleet comprises the 
following : Iron Duke, Cadmus, Thistle, Juno, Teazr, aud Salamis, 
British ; American, Colorado; Russian, Vitiaz, and two others, 
Alreck and Mone, which arrived yesterday. The French corvette 
Cosmas arrived this morning. The destination of the majority is 
reported to be Chefoo. 

H.M.S. Sylvia left this morning for Hong Kong in order to 
catch the French mail leaving there on the 6th of September. 
We are expecting the arrival of the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, 
but at present no outward show is being made to greet him. As 
the necessary tackle to give hima similar one to what was given 
to the Mikado is in the hands of foreigners it is perhaps ac- 
counted for. The Japanese Prince, appointed by the Government 
to receive the Grand Duke Alexis, arrived here last week in the 
Nissin-Kan corvette. As this vessel has a smart well-drilled crew 
she will be quite able to do honour to the occasion in the way of 
saluting and manning yards. 

The particularly cool weather, coupled with a recent rapid fall 
in the barometer, leads the weather-wise to predict a typhoon, or 
some other unpleasantry.

Mixed Court as defen lant, the conp!sinznt being oaz Sun A chu, 
who was the instigator of his arrest. Tae special charge arose 
out of Chanz’s interfering on behalf of a man named Hsu, who 
had been beaten by Sun, t» extort restitution of the value of a 
pawn ticket, said to have been stolen by I{su’s daugnter, the in- 
mate of a brotiel. At Chang’s instance Sun was locked up in the 
brothel for two days, and being subsequently threatened, he applied 
to the magistrate for redress. No steps, however, being taken, he, 
with the assistance of a number of people, forcibly carried Chang to 
the city. Chang’s offence seems to have been usurping autho- 
rity, and a number of charges of this kind have been preferred 
against him. In consequence, his case was handed over to the 
‘Taoutai for investigation, an-l sentence was passed on him by 
Chen of six months’ imprisonment. The men engaged in his 
illegal arrest were then brought before the Court, the police 
prosecuting. Sun A-chn was sentenced to six months’ imprison-

tenced to five days’ cangue each, and the others dismissed with a 
caution. 

On the afternoon of the 3rd Szpt. the British ship Anne Gray 
collided with the British barque /fop-m Ut. The latter vessel was 
in tow of the Fih-le, and was bound to London with a cargo of 
tea, while the Annie (irny was just coming in from Foochow, in 
tow of the octet, with a full cirgo of poles. The collision tock 
place in the neighbourhood of Woosung bar, and it is said arose 
from some misunderstanding between the vessels, as to which was 
the proper side to piss one another under the circumstances. Both 
vessels carried pilots at the time. The Annie Gray has sustained 
considerable damage to her head-gear. Her jibboo;n took the 
port main rigging of the //opevwe!/, and het bowsprit and cutwater 
were literally reut away, causing considerable damage to the bul- 
warks and hull of the Aopew-l/. Both vessels are now at their 
moorings, and exhibit very evident marks of the collision. The 
cargo of the op rell will probably have to be removed to adinit 
of the necessary rep.irs, and the vessel has entered an action in 
Adiniralty against the Annie Cirey for damages, the nominal 
amount sought being $25,000. A counter action is also brought. 

We notice the publication of “The 100-Years Anglo Chinese 
Calendar, from 1st January, 1776, to 25th January, 1876.” The 
volume has been compiled, or it might be more correct to say cal- 
culate, by Mr. P. Loureiro, and should prove a chronological 
Ready Reckoner of much value to atl whose studies of pursuits 
involve frequent reference to and comparison of dates within the 
periols comprehended by it. The year 1776 is chosen as in- 
cluding a quarter of the last century, about which time Lord 
Macartney’s embassy visited Cuina. In addition to the carefully 
elaborated 100-Yeirs Culendar, the volume includss an appendix 
in which are included:—A Table of the Sexagenary Cycle from 
the beginning of the nresent dynasty to AD. 1900; A Note on 
Chinese Divisions of Time ; ‘he Contemporary Ralers of China, 
England and Americr. since 1644; Tables of the New Years’ 
Days fron 1644 to 1776; Table of the Chinese New Years’ Days 
from 1876 t) 2.000 A.D.; anda Perpetual Calendar for the 2,000 
years of our Christian era. 

The weekly meeting of friends and adherents to ths cause of 
temperance, in the Chinese Chapel, Shantung- road, has been more 
numerously attended than any yet held, and shows that the 
society is fulfilling its objects with a large measure of success.

To with- 
draw sailors from evil influences and provide them with an attrac 
tive and beneficial entertainment was also iucluded, and it was 
hoped ultimately that a reading-room and place of rational amuse- 
ment mizht be established—in fact, that much-wanted and very 
desirable institution, a sailors’ temperance club. To raise funds 
for the work of the society, an entrance fec of 50c. from members 
and a monthly subscription of the same amount was proposed. 

Naturalists note that the swallow is migrating southwards 
rather earlicr than usual, and the inference is that, instead of the 
sweltering September of 1871, we may have a comparatively cool 
period, before the actual setting in of winter.

The following items of news are from the Courier :— 


We learn on what we take to be good authority that specifica- 
tions have heen made out and tenders made by an enterprising 
firm in Shanghai for the construction of dredgers, similar in prin- 
ciple to those of the Suez Canal, and suitable for the dredging of 
the Woosung Bar. and of other shoal parts of the river and har- 
bour. This would afford matter for unmixed congratulation, did 
it not seem to indicate that the semi-official statement of Mr. 
Consul-General Seward, by which those interested in the dredging 
of our harbour and its approaches have been bluffed off for a year 
—the statement namely that the Inspector-General of Customs 
had sent home as early as August, 1871, for a powerful steam 
dredge for the Woosung Bar —was without foundation in fact ; 
or, at most, that Mr. Hart had merely sent home for estimates of 
‘the expense, and, having got them, is still engaged in calculating 
whether the requisite dredging apparatus can be more advan- 
tageously imported or constructed here. How many more months 
or years is this most urgent desideratum to remain in the stage of 
discussion and calculation, before it assumes the practical form 
of a dredging machine actually at work in reclaiming and im- 
proving the port of Shanghai ? 

The Cantonese, Chang-che-wah, who last week murderously 
assaulted Mr. H. Lang with a hammer, was on the 4th Sept. 
brought up at the Mixed Court before Chen, the magistrate, and 
C. Alabaster. Esq., H.B.M. officiating Consul. Nothing further 
had been clicited as to his antecedents. The Court after con- 
sultation decided that as it had not the requisite powers to inflict 
on the prisoner a punishment adequate to his crime, he should be 
sent into the city to be dealt with by the Taoutai. 

A few days since a foreigner driving past the Grand Stand saw 
a Chinaman struggling in a ditch by the road side. THe alighted 
and drew him out, and found he was almost in articulo mortis. 
Getting assistance. he had the poor wretch conveyed to the Chinese 
Hospital, where he shortly afterwards recovered sufficiently to say 
that he was a cook in foreign employ, and had been beaten at 
Hongkew Ly a band of his own countrymen, who, after rendering 
him helpless, carried him to where he was found, and threw him 
into the ditch. His chance of recovery is said to be small. It 
seems a strange story ; the affair is being investigated. 

The 4th Sept. being the second anniversary of the French Re- 
public, there was a considerable display of bunting and ever- 
greens cn the part of the French portion of the residents in the 
French Conces-ion. 


THE CUSTOMS RETURNS. 


The Custois Gazette, containing the quarterly returns from 
April to June. has been issued. While embracing the various 
details for cach of the Treaty ports contained in former issues of 
the same series, it presents a new feature, viz., Part VI., extend- 
ing to eleven folios. and devoted to the important subject of 
lights, buoys, and beacons, corrected to 12th August, 1872, 
being Chief Enzineer Henderson’s contribution. It will be a 
useful manual fur shipmasters and pilots. 

That the general course of the trade supervised by the Foreign 
ranch of the Chinese Maritime Customs is steadily in the direc- 
tien of increase, is evidenced by the fact that the dues and duties 
levied for the quarter aggregate Tls. 3,189,439, as against Tls. 
2,792,713 for the corresponding quarter of 1571. On the other 
fand the fluctuations to which the trade is liable may he inferred 
fiom the fact that ut ‘Tientsin the revenue has fallen from Ts. 
157,673, for the quarter in 1871, to Tls. 92.572; at Chefoo the 
decrease has heen trom Tls 74,016 last year to Ts. 51843 for 
this vear ; [[.uk-w has drooped slightly from Ts. 634.372 to Ts. 
GoeOz2 as Ate has subsided from Ts. 94,340 to ‘Ts. 73.170 
tois sear, “The tiling off at Ticntsia can be only too easily ac- 
counted tor bv toe floods and the consequent wide-spread poverty. 
At Chi feotie i creage seems equally divided between imports and 
exports, but the: commissioner vouchsafes no explanation. A de- 
creased export f:ea direct for home accounts forthe deficit at Han- 
kow;and the lv-sened export of suvar has tuld on the Amoy 
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revenue. But all this is much more than balanced by the in- 
crease at the other ports. Thus, while Swatow shows a difference 
of only Tls. 90 as comparing the quarter of 1871 with that of 
1872, Kiukiang has grown from Tls. 199,739 to Tis. 234,894, 
Shanghai has advanced from Tls. 795,465 to Tls. 882,462, Canton 
has increased from Tls. 213,118 to Tls. 258.757, Foochow has al- 
most doubled, the figures being Tls. 253,195 in 1871, and Tls. 
159,665 for 1872. But the most extraordinary advance is that 
of Chinkiang. Here the revenue, which in April to June, 1871, 
was ‘T'ls. 26,250, has for the same period in 1872 advanced to 
Tls. 110,430, or more than fourfold last year. The increase at 
Kiukiang, Foochow, and Canton seems chiefly due to the early 
opening of the tea market ; that at Shanghai to general develop- 
mnt of trade. In explanation of the increase at Chinkiang, 
Acting Commissioner Huber says :— 

The Customs revenue for the quarter just ended more than quad~- 
ruptes that of the correspunding quurter of last year. As may be seen 
by the revenue table, every item shows a fair incrcase ; but the most 
conspicuous is that of the export trade, Ts. 77,557, against Tls, 2,053 
last year. Thia increase is chiefly owing to the very large export of 
rice and other grain. But for this remarkable increase atteution would 
not be called to the revenue, which is no test of the imports coming 
under exemption certificate from Shaughai. 

With regard to the elaborate and valuable report of Chief 
Lights Engineer Henderson, we learn that between Canton and 
Newchwang there are forty-four lights, including those of the 
Yangtsze, of which we have here given the name, place, latitude 
and longitude, number and style of light, intervals between 
flashes, miles of illuminated radius, colour, height, year when 
lighted, character and order of apparatus, and general remarks — 
the whole facts of the subject in tabular form. Along the same 
extent of coast there are twenty-six buoys and thirty-seven 
beacons, of which similar particulars are given as in regard to 
the lights. 


HONG KONG. 
Dates are to the 14th Sept. The outward London Mail of 2od 
August (French) arrived on 9th Sept. The China Mail gives 
the following items :— 


His Royal Highness the Grand Duke Alexis landed on the 12th 
Sept. at Government Wharf, being accompanied by Admiral Pose 
iett, with his flag-captain, private secretary, and flag-lieutenant. 
A guard of honour, with the band of H.M. 1 10th Regiment, was 
drawn up to receive the Grand Duke, who was met by the Lieut.- 
Governor and several of the officials. The whole party proceeded 
in conveyances to Government’ House, and after chatting a while 
with his Excellency and Lady Kennedy returned to the ship. 
The Grand Duke bears a striking resemblance to his father, and, 
in our opinion, a strong likeness also in some features to his uncle, 
the late Emperor Nicholas. Both his Royal Highness and the 
officers who accompanied him speak English well. After re- 
visiting the Svetlana, where, we believe, His Excellency Sir 
Arthur Kennedy returned the Grand Duke’s visit during the 
afternoon, his Royal Highness and suite again landed and drove 
out with the Governor, returning with him to Government House, 
where he will dine and sleep. The Grand Duke leaves shortly 
for Canton, where, we learn, Sir Brooke Robertson has made ar- 
rangements for his visit. 

We note that Captain Carroll, so long the popular commander 
of the White Cloud, and so well known to residents here and at 
Macao, leaves for home by to-day’s mail. We doubt not that a 
very large circle of friends will join us in wishing him a pleasant 
passage and—if it suits him—a speedy return. - 

The steam-launch, towed by the An Lan to Kowloong, belongs 
to the Mandarin of Kowloong, and was this afternoon anchored 
off Government Wharf, flying the Dragon flag. 

The SS. Buenaventura arrived on the 4th; she was built in 
Sunderland, and loaded with a general cargo in Singapore for 
Manila. She has come on here to fit up for coolies from Macao. 
She is a sister ship to, and belongs to the same owners as the SS, 
Yruracbat, which vessel fitted and left here recently for Macao. 

A telegram has been received by the superintendent of the P. 
and O. Company stating that the steamer Orta, with the Japan 
mails for Hong Kong and Europe, has become disabled in conse- 
quence of an accident to her machinery, and has had to put into 
Oosima, where it is understood the Shuey-leen was to go to her 
assistance. The superintendent has telegraphed fox further par- 
ticulars, but we understand that no change will be made in the 
time of the Cathay’s departure. 

The alterations in the City Hall theatre have already been com- 
menced, and promise to make the stage, what it might easily he, 
one of the most convenient and well-adapted to its purpose to be 
found in any theatre of the size. Other improvements are also 
in progress. Steps are being taken to guard the centre north 
windows against typhoons, aud the outside of tie building will 
shortly be renovated. : 

HE the Governor has issue] orders that more stringent rules 
than those hitherto adopted shall be put in foree in the jail.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 22nd Sept. The outward mail from London 
of 16th Aug. (Fiench) arrived 18th Sept. The news of the week 
is not imyortant. 

H.E. the Governor has been absent on a visit to Malacca and 
Penang, and only returned on the 18th Sept. The only meeting 
of the Legislative Council for business was held on the 19th, 
when progress was made with the Bills in hand. Notatle among 
these is the Preservation of the Peace Bill, which was so strenuously 
opposed by the late Chief Justice and others, and which is now 
brought up for the purpose of making it a permanent statute 
Although this Bill places extraordinary powers in the Governor’s 
hands, it has so far met with little or no oppositicn, though this 
may be attributable to the hopelessness of the unofficials effect- 
ing anything against a solid and foregone Government majority. 
The mail cf the {th August brought the satisfactory announce- 
ment that the Sccretary of State for the Colonies had given posi- 
tive instructions against the construction of the New Harbour 
Railway by Government. This, however, is all that is publicly 
known here cn the subject, the Government having maintained 
silence on the matter, at least so far as the public are concerned. 

During the Governor's visit to Malacca and Penang, defualca- 
tions to the extent, it is said. of over £9,060 were discovered in 
the Treasury Department at Malacca, A warrant was issued for 
the arrest of the Assistant Colonial Treasurer at that settlement, 
who has I cen }c¢yed in jail, and the Pluto was sent to Singapore 
for the Auditer General. in order that the accounts might be 
thoroughly cxaniined. We understand Mr. KE. E. Isemonger, the 
Assistant Cuicnial Treasurer at Singapore, will go to Malacca to 
take charge of the Treasury Department. This defalcation, fol- 
lowing so closcly upon the onein the Penang Land-cffice.and which 
must have Leen guing on for some time, leads to the inference that 
the system of auditing the Government accounts must be defec- 
tive, its fault lying very probably in its complexity. 

Business is still very dull. and there have teen several failures 
of late amci g the Chinese traders, some of them for pretty heavy 
amounts, and the European firms have Icst largely by them. The 
heaviest losers, however, were the Chitties, or native brokers, who 
dy calling in all their loans and refusing to give creait to Chinese 
traders, were, it is believed, the main cause of the greater part of 
the failures. This action of the Chitties was partly induced by 
the refusal of the Banks to discount their bills and promissory 
notes, but was, we helieve, mainly owing to distrust of the bazaar 
traders aftcr the failure of two leading Chinese firms—this sudden 
stoppage of supplies at a time when they were most needed having 
hastened the very catastrophe they dreaded. 

The slackness of mercantile business affords ample time to de- 
vote to preparing for the Autumn Races, which are to begin 
in nine days more, and will extend over a week. There are a

Woollens ond 
Worsteds: Difficult to move, except Crape Lastinzs, which were wanted 
for Shanghai at an advance ot 50c. Metals: Nail Rods very quict, 
dealers fairly supplied, and Ligh prices interfcred with consumption ; 
Jead in slight speculative demand. Rice: The mark«t had been very 
quiet, with only a trifling business coing for locul consumption, and 
prices were again Sc. to 1c. lower, 

CanTon.—A large business had been done in Lead. Common quali- 
ties showed an advance to the extent of 15 cents, and WB from 5 to 
10 cents. per picul.

Tne “Manta Luz" Cootte Suip.—According to the Yedo corres- 
pondent of the New York Tribune, the Maria Luz iga small barque 
of apparently about 350 tons burden. “ We found them (the coolies) 
gitting or lyiug closely together in their numbered berths, recking and 
sweltcring in an atmuaphere which wonld extinguish the life of an 
American or European in halfa day, Though not confined, except in 
a few instances, they were not allowed to stir from their cramped 
quartcrs. An imaginary ventilation was afforded by a few amall holes 
in the side of the ship, which from their position could only be opened 
ina quict sea. To attempt to depict the azony of despair in which 
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the countenances of most of these unhappy creatures were fixed would 
be a hopeless task. When we were about to return to the 
deck, ag if by a common impulse, they all sprung from their ranks, 
and, clustering about us as closely as they could, fell upon their knees, 
lifted their clasped hands, and with pitecus cries implored our inter- 
cession.” Phe lieutenant in command appeared to be a man of about 
twenty-five years of age. He protested against the inspection of the 
ship as destructive of “discipline,” and said that, “although he did 
not apprehend a general muliny, he knew perfectly well that he should 
be obliged to kill some of them after leaving Yokohama, in order to 
awe the others into submission.” After a patient investigation of the 
matter the Japanese decided to eet the coolies free, and send them 
back to their own country. The 7'ribune's correspondent accuses Dr. 
Delong, the American Minister, who arrived while the inquiry was 
going on, of having warmly taken up the case of the Peruvians, and 
improperly endeavoured to alter the decision of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

OrrictaL returns show that daring the year 1871 eleven ve:sels 
were totally lost on the coasts of China and three partially damaged 
from wrecks, while two were partially damaged from collisions, making 
a total of sixteen. The vessela totally lost were of 6,448 tons, and 
those partially damaged of 1,452 tons. Two lives only were lost, and 
488 were saved. On the coast of Japan one vessel of 399 tons was 
wrecked and totally lost, four lives being lost and eight saved. On 
the coast of Java thrce vessels of 1,536 tons were wrecked and tota!ly 
lost. No lives were lost, but forty-four saved. In the China Sea two 
vessels were wrecked and totally lost, and one partially damaged, 
eighteen lives being lost and forty-five saved. The following casunl- 
ties are recorded :—On the 24th of December the Clarendon, barque, 
bound from Saigon 10 Hong Kong, with a cargo of rice and thirteen 
passengers, stranded in the China Sea, seven lives lost; on the 21st 
of October the Humberstone, barque, from Hong Kong to Foo-Chow- 
Foo, with ballast, stranded on a reef off Formoea Island, six lives lost. 


Le Journal Officiel reports as follows on the progress made by French 
education in Cochin China :—In 1866, the journal writes, there were 
forty-nine schools, of which two were French, with 1,238 pupils; in 
1867 the number of schools had increased to fifty-eight and the num- 
ber of scholars to 1,368; in 1868 there were 116 schoole, with four 
French among them, and 3,067 children at school; and in addition to 
this there were four infant asylums; in 1869 the number of schools 
amounted to 126 (for boys alone), and the pupils were estimated at 
4,760. Since that time progress appears to have been slow. 


Foreign Intelligence. 
HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Rorrerpam, Oct. 24. 

We have gained but a very poor victory, but still a victory. By 38 
Ayes against 36 Noes the Java Tariff Bill was carried by the Second 
Chamber of the States General. Both the Protectionists and the Raci- 
cals appeared among the opponents of the measure, the first named be- 
cause it goes too far, and the latter for the reason that it does not go 
far enough. The sevin days’ debate which preceded the decisiun may 
be summed up in a few lincs, for our M.P.’s are very fond of wasting 
the Natioval time by repeating each others’ urguments pro aud con, I 
have already told you that one of the principal bases of attack on the 
part of the Opposition was that the Minister altered his Bill ut the 
eleventh hour. The discussions, however, find their echo in the several 
amendments which were proposed, which clearly show the points of 
difference bctwecn the parties. Mr. Bredius proposed the introduction 
of a so-called system of free porte, thut is the totul abolition of all 
duties, but his amendment was rejected by 60 against 6 votes, Mr. 
van der Lindcn, who represents the cotton districts, and, let 
me add, the cotton intencsts, was not more successful with 
his amendment, proposing to rescind the tariff so fur as regards 
exports from Holland to Java. He advocated, and most ably, 
that Holland and Java were one country, and that it was a mistaken 
policy to establish a fiscal tariff specially for our East India posses- 
sions. His proposal was outvoted by sixty-five against six voices. 
Messrs. do Jong und Gratema proposed to introduce a measure of tran- 
sition, viz., to maintain until the ycar 1877 0 differential duty of 4 per 
cent. in faveur of Dutch manufactures ; in other words, that the cotton 
goods manulactured in Holland shoud pay an import duty of 6 pr 
cent., whilst those imported fiom other countries should ve liable to an 
impost of 1U per cent. This was rejected by fifty-one against twenty- 
one voles. 

As regards the question of export duties there was no less difference 
of opinion. The Minister had proposed to tux ouly a few urticles, viz., 
hides, indigo, coffee, sugar, tobaccu, tea, tin, and birds’ nests. The 
coffee, which is now charged with an export duty of 6 and 9 per 
cent. Vets value, would pay 1.3 per 100 kilogrammes, whilst, 
instead‘ot a differential duty of 3 per cent. upon sugar cxported 
to foreign countries (the export to Holland being free), it was 
proposed to levy a fiscal duty of £0.30 per 100 kilogrammes. 
Mr. Bredius was not content with this proposal; he was of opinion 
that 30c. was too little, and proposed that the sum should be altered to 
50c., but the Chamber rejected his propositiog by 58 against 14 votes. 
Mr. D. Bruin Kops urged that no esport duty upon tea should be 
charged ; but after two divisions had been taken upon his amendment, 
the numbers being 3G aguinst 86, it was regarded as outvoted. Last 
but not least cave the an.endincnt of Mr. Mirandolle, must ¢loquently 
defended, which was to abolish all export and transit duties. This was 
not opposed in principle, not even by the Ministry; Mr. Mirandolle 
prechait auc conrertisbut, but the Dutch Treasury cannot aff rd to 
do without these tuxes, und, by 46 sgaiust 24 votes, the Chamber re- 
solved to maintain them. 
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a council vf Ministers was held to receive his financial propositions. 
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perhaps, would have been still more extended, if the Minister of the 
Colonies, Mr. Fransen van de Putte, had been in good health, He de- 
fended the Bill quite ably, but in a very short speech. The question 
now is, what will be the fate of the Bill in the First Chamber—a ma- 
jority of only two will afford quite sufficient grounds to induce our 
Lords to reject a measure, the future revision of which is to be delayed 
ad calendas Grecas, notwithstanding that it was proposed, but in 
vain, to stipulate that a revision should take place in the year 1880. 
To-day the Chamber will open a debate upon the restrictive measures 
proposed by a Bill to prevent the introduction of the cattle plague. 
And let me now take Icave of Parliament, after having stated that the 
Minister had laid before the members a very voluminous annual report 
upon the condition of our colonies. It contains a mass of statements 
which are all well known in Java. 

The Section report upon the East {odia Budget has been published. 
There is a generul complaint that the Minister had not afforded suffi- 
cient information. The resolutions of the Governinent regarding the 
Agrarian Law are disapproved of, because the reporters are opposed to 
the law itself. Complaints are again made that after the Budget had 
been laid before the members most important alterations were made in 
it. Although several members suggest that the ten millions which the 
Minister proposed to appropriate towards the repayment to the Trading 
Company should be applied to the rcdemption fund, it was generally 
approved that the Government had given proof of an intention to de- 
crease the payment of interest upon the National Debt. Several mem- 
bers—of cour-e Conservatives—exprees opposition to any augmentation 
of the expenditure in Java, whilst others scek to demonstrate the 
greatest urgency of an increased outlay in this direction. Information 
is asked regarding the iutentions of the Government with respect to the 
construction of railways in Java. The proposal to build three new war- 
steamers, to reinforce the navy in Java is penerally approved of. The 
majority declare for a reorganisation of the Government of vur Colo- 
nies. The reporters do not think it necessary to udvise the maintenance 
of coffee culture, because there can be no questiun of its abolition as 
long as there is no equivalent. An ample report with reference to the 
financial resulte of the new sugar regulation is asked for, to be accom- 
panied by information if the native population is sufficiently remune- 
atcd. for their services. The granting of a subsidy for a steam line- 
between Java and Australia is upproved. Complaints are made of the - 
defective education provided for the natives, and of the neglect of public 
works. Jt is unanimously acknowledged that the Batavia harbour 
should be improved, but some members require more information 
about the plans. It was also generally ugreed tiat Samarang 
should be guaranteed against inundations, but- new works in Ba- 
tavia for such a purpose are deemed superfluous. Great ob- 
jection is made to the proposed construction of a lunatic asylum 
at Batavia. Complaint is made that there is a deficiency in the means 
adopted for the preservation of public scenrity in that Colony. It is 
hoped that our East Indian Colonies will be properly reprcacnted at the 
Exposition at Vienna; and it is urged that more coffee should be sold 
in Java, and in better assortments. These are the outlines of the report, 
made up by Messrs. Van Houten, ’s Jacob, Van Rees, Mirandolle, and 
Mackay ; let me add to it that the reporters request some information 
ubout the rumours which state that the Italiun Government intends to 
eatablish a convict colony on the island of Borneo. 

Another company has becn established—the Rotterdam India Culture 
Company, the prospectus of which I pave you some weeks since. This - 
company intends to purchase unproductive agricultural undertakings- 
and waste landsin Java, and place them under productive cultivation. 
The capital of this company is only one million of guilders—a trifling 
sum io these times ; and this is divided into two serics of f.500,000, of | 
which one is subscribed for. I think this amount of caj.ital is very 
small; £40,000 will not go fur in purchasing agriculturi] undertakings 
in Java. I hear it was the intention at first to fix the capital at five 
millions, but one of the promoters (the firm of W. Schoffer and Cu.) 
reckoned or the German bankcrs, who, however, declined to furnish 
the capitul. Thef managers of the company are Messrs. Besier and 
Jonkheym ; the commicsaries, Messrs. J. G. Thooft, F. noch, Jos. 
Anthony, W. van Dain, and — Rose Jr. Mr. Besier wil! sturt by next 
mail to commence operations in Java. 

I obtain the following items with reference to our trade with the Far 
East during the year 1871 from the official statistics, which have been 
published. From China there arrived two vessels with curgoes valued

THE TEST OF CIVILISATION. 


(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

If the famous New Zealander who is destined to eat his frugal lunch 
on the ruins of London Bridge were to exhibit a little enterprise, and, 
insteud Gf postponirg his European trip to the dim futurity when Eng- 
and shall have dropped from the roll of nations, were to spend the en- 
suing twelve months in visitins China and Europe, it is doubtful whe- 
ther he would perccive the delicate distinction which separates the so- 
eal'ed semi-civilised Chinaman from the wholly civilised Caucuosian. 
Tie iattcr has persistently refused to admit that China is a civilised 
country, and when ecnfronted by facts which cannot be denied, and 
which scem to prove that the civilisation of China is not inferior in 
Inost important respects to that of Europe, he has insisted that the 
Chinaman’s intellect was arrested some thousands of years ugo, and that 
as he is hence incapable of making any progress in anything, but can 
only follow blindly the customs of centuries, he is only a semi-civilised 
bein. Even were the premises true, this conclusion would not neces- 
sarily follow, That the Chinaman is not incapable of progress ix, more- 
over, easily demonstrated. The loug songht-for proccss by which the 
tciezraph can be made to deliver a message in the handwriting of the 
operator has jast been patented in Paris by three young Chinamen, 
and tie Chinese Government is now building a formidable ficet of iron- 
clad steamers. These two facts alone exhibit the folly of che Caucasian’s 
evmplaint that the Chinese mind is incapable of invertion, and unable 
to depart from the prececen's of its past history, 








The real reason why the European has refused to admit the civilisa- | 


thon of the Chinaman is the fact that when engaged in war with Western 
nations the Chinese have proved scarcely more formidable than the 
timid natives of Australia or Polynesia.

MR. DREW, COMMISSIONER OF CUSTOMS AT 
KIUKIANG. 
(BOSTON TIMES.) 


Mr. Edward B. Drew, of Chelsea, a graduate of Harvard in the class 
of 1862, arrived home « few days since after an absence of seven years 
in China, where he has occupied the responsible position of Commissioner 
of Customs of the Chine-e Government. Mr. Drew is onc of three young 
men who were selected by the Presidents of as many American colleges 
for this importat cosmopolitan service, in which Engtish, French, and 
German students have been employed. The Inspector-Gencral of Chinese 
Customs—Robert Hart— having representatives of the above nati. nalities 





| in the service, and failing to find any respectatle young Americans in 


China qualitied for the duties, requested the lute Mr. Burlingame to 
apply to the several colleges for competent men to fill the positions. 
Mr. Drew was accordingly honoured by the nomination by President 
Walker, of Harvard, T. E. Woodruff, of New York, was chosen from Yale, 
and E. C. Taintor, of New York, from Union College. Mr. Drew first took 
up his residence in Chefoo, where he remained a year aud a half, 
acquiring meanwhile the rudiments of the Chinese languaze. He sub- 
sequently went to Peking to study, and having become proficient, was 
placed in charge of the port of Chinkiang, where he remained six 
months, going thence to Kiukiang, of which port he has been the Com- 
missioner of Customs for the past three and a-half years. His resi- 
dence in China has given Mr. Drew large opportunities for studying 
the character of the people, their political policy, their social institu- 
tions, ard their commercial relations with the outside world, Although 
naturally reticent upon matters affecting his relations with the Chinese 
Government, Mr. Drew, knowing that consideruble curiosity has been 
manifested to learn the results of the Burlingame mission, says that 
the principal benefits arising from the mission are manifested in the 
willingness on the part of the Chinese Government to establish diplo- 
matic relations with friendly nations. They have, however, sent but a 
single representative to a foreign Court—that of France—and this in 
the settlement of the troubles growing out of the Tientsin Massacre. 
The mission of Mr. Burlingame had the greater und more immediate 
effect of establishing an understanding with the English Government, 
in restricting Consulur officers in the exercise of arbitrary powers. 
They are now prohibited from calling gunboats to their aid and Janding 
armed men in the settlement of local difficulties, the Treaty providiag 
that all such questions, which cannot be settled by correspondence, shall

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THE FOREIGNER IN FAR CATHAY. 
The following are extracts from Mr. Medhurst’s work 
bearing the above title -— 


A writer in a late Hong Kong paper hus very pertinently remarked 
that although the solution of the audience question ina direction favoar- 
able to foreign views implies a violent wrench to every tradition sur- 
rounding an ancient and illustrious throne, and that consequently every 
sympathy is due to those whose patriotic instincts will suffer thereby, 
yet it cannot be admitted that the inass of Chincse officials have any 
elaim upon foreizn cousideration in the matter, The ill-government 
of many a cycle, whic is mainly attributable to the difficulty hitherto 
existing in bringing mutters to the immediate cognisance of the Empe- 
rors without the intervention of interested officials, would alone justify 
intervention io favour of a change; but apart from this consideration, 
foreign interests in the country have now reached that magnitude that 
they imperatively demand that the existing isclation of the Emperor 
should be done away with at the very carliest opportunity. Another 
essential measure necessary to progress, and which has not had thot at- 
tention that it deserves, is the giving of official publicity to every act of 
concession to a foreign Power. The treaties have not been promulgated 
and made law throughout the Empire as they ought to huve been, 
although in some of them publication to the people constitutes one of 
the provisions stipulated for, and the consequence is that the mandarins 
in the provinccs constantly profess ignorance of the existence of trading 
privileges, and the inhabitants need not necesearily be aware of them. 
Even the conccssion of the non-audience claims will! fail of effect unless 
the fact tat the Emperor hos admitted a foreign representative to his 
presence be proclaimed by an Imperial edict, and an injunction cen- 
veyed that all foreiguers are to be treated accordingly. Officials and 
people alike will then sce that their Government is in earnest in admit- 
ting foreizuers to friendly relations on terms of entire equality, and will 
readily do their purt in making friendly udvances. 


cHUNG How. 

Chung How, the only really high class mandarin who has visited 
Eaurope, d'sappointed me keenly when I was conversing with him last 
August, by exhibiting the most listless indifference to my suggestions 
asto the vast collections of novel and interesting sights whieh it would 
be well for him to ace whilst in this country, I happened to attend 
him at Shanghai when he embarked for the first time on board of one 
of the finest vessela of the French Messageries fleet. and took possession 
of his cabin for the voyage. The next time when I met him was in his 
handsome room at the Grosvenor Hotel, a day or two after his arrical. 
Yet, on both oceasiona, he took as little heed of his novel surroundmgs 
as he would have done when stepping on board of one of his own 
wretched Chinese junks, or walking into one of his still more primitive 
mative hotels. To my mind there must be something moro in this 
than an effected indifference arising out of simple conceit. It must be 
the result of an inborn incapacity in the untutored Chinese mind to 
entertain ony subject save by the particular process of thought or 
connection with the particular association to which it has been schooled 
by custom and tradition. 


THE INFLUENCE OF TRADE. 

Let the commercial enterprise of the people be taken advantaze of to 
introduce the thin end of the wedge of progress wherever and whenever 
the opportunity offers itself ; let knowledge Le sown broadcast throazhout 
the land by means of suitable and instructive publications, in the native 
language; and let foreign Powers combine to treat China justly, and at 
the same time see to it, that she acts as justly by them, aud not only 
will progress be possible, but no long time need elapse before a rezene- 
retion ensues which shall at once satisfy the longings of the diplomatist, 
the merchant, and the missionary. 





NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


The Mosquito, a new composite gun-boat of 408 tons burthen 
and 360-horse power, will be commissioned on the 30th inst. for 
service on the China station. The gun-boat will have a comple- 
ment of fifty-seven officers and men, and will be commanded by 
Lieutenant William Henry Bond (1863) who until recently served 
on board the Glasgow, flag sbip of the East India Station. 


Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Hudson, Grenadier Guards, will not 
return from Ceylon, he having been nominated by General Renny 
to succced Colonel Stewart in the post of Assistaut Military Secre- 
tary.

Naval [ospital at Hong Kong, vice Dr. Pottinger, who has been 
compelled to invalid in consequence of failing health.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL COCHRANE. 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir Thomas John Cochrane, G.C.B., died 
on the 19th inst., at his residence near Ryde, Isle of Wight. The 
late Sir Thomas Cochrane entered the navy at a very early aye as first- 
class Volunteer, and served on board the V'het/s, commanded by his 
father, Capt. Alexander Cochrane, on the North Americar Station. 
Yo 1800 he rejoined his father in the Ajz, 80, a8 midshipman, and 
served in the expeditions against Quiberon, Belleisle, Ferrol, and 
Egypt. From April, 1803, till June, 1805, he served under his 
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father’s flag in the Northumberland, 74, on the Irish station and off 
the north coast of Spain. On obtaining his lieutenancv he served in 
the West Indies, and afterwards removed from the Melrilie to the 
acting cuptaincy of the Jason. 32. When off the coast of Surinam, 
June 27, 1807, he took a Farorite, French national ship, and in 
December following he assisted at the reduction of the Danish West 
India Islands. While commanding the Lthal/on, 53, he had a slight 
encounter with the French frigate Asphitrife, and served in the eap- 
ture of Martinique in 1809, After two years on half-pay he obtained 
in August, 1812, the command of the Surprise, 38, which vessel 
he commanded three years, during which time he captured the 
Deentur, American privateer of 12 guns and eightv-two men, and 
was ia the Chesipeake during the attacks on Washington and 
Baltimore, and in the operations on the coast of Georgia. In 
the spring of 1825 Captain Thomas Cochrane was appointed 
Governor-and Commander-in-Chief of the island of Newfound- 
land and its dependenciea,—an office which he held for several 
years. In 1835 he was an unsuccessful ecindidate for the City 
of Westminster, but in 1837 was returned to Parliament for 
Ipswich in conjunction with the present, Lord Chief Baron of the Ex- 
chequer, which borough he represented till the dissolution in 1841, 
Shortly after obtaining his flag rank in November, 1841, he was ap- 
pointed second in command on the China atation, and hoisted his 
flag in the Agincourt, 72. On the return home of the Commander- 
in-Chief, Admiral Sir William Parker, he held until 1847 the diree- 
tion of naval affairs in Hong Kung aad the Chinn seas, and it was 
during this period that he severely punished the Borneo chiefs by the 
destruction of several piratical towns and forts in Borneo. He was 
appointed Commander in-Chief at Portsmouth in December, 1852, 
and held that appointment for the customary period, since which he 
had not been on active service. Sir ‘homas was knighted in May, 
1812. In April, 1839, he was nominated a companion of the Order 
of the Bath: a Knight Commander in November, 1847; and a Grand 
Cross of the Order int1860. The deceased Admiral was the eldest 
son of Admiral the Hon. Sir Alexander Forrester Inglis Cochrane, . 
filth son of Thomas, eighth Earl of Dandonald, and was born Feb- 
ruary 5,1789. He was twice married —first, on January 6, 1812, to 
Matilda Ross-Wishart, eldest dauzhter of the late Lieat.-Gen. Sir 
Charles Ross, who died in 1839, and secondly, on January 8. 1553, to 
Rosetta, daughter of the late Sir Jonah Denny Wheeler-Cuffe, who 
survives bim. He leaves issue by both marriages, his eldest son, Mr. 
A. Baillie Cochrane, representing the Isle of Wight in the House of 
Commons. 

The remains of the lite Admiral were interred in a mausoleum be- 
longing to the family in Kensal-ereen Cemeicry. The eeftin, which 
was of polished oak, with plain brass fittings, bore the following in- 
scription on the plate:— Admiral of the Fleet, Sir Thomas John 
Cochrane, G.C.}3.; born the 5th of February, 1789 ; died the 19th of 
October, 1872. at Quarr Abbey-honse, near Ryde, Isle of Wight.” The

THE FRENCH TREATY. 

Tue Havre Chamber of Commerce has lost no time in re- 
plying to the circular of the Minister of Commerce relative 
to the revision of the Treaty with China. A committee was 
formed to examine the various questions involved, and that 
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‘‘ the existing or future treaties, French merchants, and in 
“ general all citizens in China, shall enjoy at all times and 
oats the treatment of the most favoured nation. It 
“therefore appears to us that the trade of Havre desires no- 
“ thing more than a continuation of the regime inaugurated 
“by that Treaty.” 


MAJOR CROSSMAN ON THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Mayor Crossman is undoubtedly a very clever and a very 
industrious officer, and it is a pity that his abilities were not 
exclusively devoted to the object for which he was sent to 
China and Japan. Had this been so, he might have been 
spared tho ridicule which hns been cast upon bim, for the 
unsightly and unsuitable buildings he bas caused to be 
erected in the ports of China and Japan. Ne sutor ultra 
crepidam is evidently a motto which is not regarded by him. 
His evidence given before the Committee of Inquiry on the 
Diplomatic and Consular Service attracted so much atten- 
tion, and was so much esteemed by the members who studied 
only economy or the cutting down of salaries in the service, 
that we publish the report drawn up and handed in by the 
Major. Had the gallant major been contented to hand in bis 
notes of a flying visit to each port he would not have erred 
go egregiously. The assumption and grandiloquence of his 
statements are truly military. He backs his opinions against 
men who have known China and its requirements for twenty 
years. His recommendation that the offices of Governor of 
Hong Kong, and Chief Superintendent of Trade or Minister 
at Peking, should be combined, and that the Southern Con- 
sulates could be worked by a Cunsul-General at Hong Kong 
is certainly unique, but hardly eqnals in absurdity his mode 
of computation of Britisk residents at the Treaty ports, in 
which category he excludes missionaries and persons in the 
employ of the Chinese Government. On what principle, we 
would ask, does he denationalise persons who enter the 
Customs service? Are they not putting their powers to 
develop and increase trade, and are they any the Icss British 
subjects? We would remind Major Crossman that a British 
Consul has other duties besides looking after and protecting 
the British residents ; we may instance the attack on a man- 
of-war’s crew at Swatow in 1868. The comparison of Hong 
Kong with Shanghai is preposterous. No sort of com- 
parison can be instituted, the conditions of the tw. places 
being totally different. Such views are only excusable to 
any one who has not visited the ports aud places described. 
It is not neceseary to go fully into the extraordinary opi- 
nions of Major Crossmax, as our readers will be able tu 
fully appreciate them. We may call attention to his horror 
of Newchwang. Oddly enough to-day’s mail bring accounts 
of a large increase of trade there. 





A DESPATCH from Suez mentions that between the Ist and 
20th Oct. fifty-one vessels passed throngh the Canal, pro- 
ducing a sum of 972,009f for tolls. The detailed return 
for the month of Supt. shows that the dues were paid on 
116,060 tons of shipping, against 53,873 tons in the same 
month of 1870, and 35,226 tons in 1870. The tolls in the 
three months amounted to 1,260,039f, 612,360f, and 
407,179f. respectively ; and the total receipts from all 
sources to 1,672,011f. in Sept., 1872, 979,481f. in 1871, and 
477,361f. in 1870. The 116,060 of gross tonnage last 
month represented only 76,272 of the net official tonnage, 
so that the company gained 39,788 tons, or a sum of 
390,788f. in the month by the new scale of charges. 


WE are glad to see by latest advices from Yokohama that 
Mr. LowpEr—whose resignation of the Consular Service we 
announced Jast month—has assumed his duties in the Ja- 
panese Customs Service, and haa slready effected improve- 
ments in the working, to the satisfaction of merchants and 
others. It is not, however, the intention of the Guvernment 
to have a foreign inspectorate as in China, but simply to 
employ foreigners to assist in the administration. 





Tue following, received by last Bombay mui’, is discredited. 
“The Rangoon Times has received the following telegram from 
Prome :—' Panthays severely defeated, if not crushed. Road 
to China epen. Great rjoicings among Chinese at Bhamo 
and Mandalay.’ The telegram is dated the 6th of Sep- 
tember.” 
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Tue Gazzetta di Spezia states that the Italian Government 
is resolved to establish a penal settlement in Borneo. The 
transports Cambria and Citta di Napoli are being fitted out 
for that service, and the corvette Jfagenta will accompany 
them. In reference to this annouucement we can state on 
the best authority that no place has yet been decided on by 
the Government. Islands in the West Indies, as well as the 
East, are under consideration. 





Tue P. and O. steamer Pekin, from Southampton Nov. 7, 
will convey to Ceylon, on a visit, Earl GrovesNor, son of the 
Marquis of WEsTMINSTER, the Marquis of STaFFoRD, son of 
the Duke of SuTHERLAND, and Viscount LewisHam, son of 
the Earl of DartuouTs. These noblemen are all under age.

WE understand that Admiral Dupre will resume the ap- 
pointment of Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Saigon 
and its dependencies, aud will probably proceed by the No- 
vember mail from Marseilles. 


THE Count de RocHEcuovuart, why, it wiil be remembered, 
was the French Chargé d' Affaires at Peking at the time of 
the Tientsin Massacre, and was at the time reported to be 
killed, has arrived in Paris. 


A TELEGRAM from Paris announces that judgment has 
been given in favour of the Messageries Maritimes against 
the Suez Canal Company, and that notice of appeal has been 
given.

THE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICE. 
[Report by Major Crossman.] 


Though the trade between Great Britain and China is increas- 
ing steadily and rapidly, the gross amount of the exports 
and imports of England, India, and the Colonies, having been in 
1868 nearly thirty-six millions sterling, while those of the rest 
of the world amounted only toa little over five-and-a-half mil- 
lions, it is a question fur consideration whether the Consular 
Establishments which cost the country so much annually, not 
only for salaries and office expenses, but also for buildings, might 
not (except at Shanghai), instead of being increased, rather be 
diminished, and without disadvantage to the public service. 

The Foreign Office, acting upon the recommendation of Her 
Majesty’s Minister at Peking, determines the number of Consular 
Officials, and without venturing to give any opinion as to the 
amount of diplomatic work which devolves upon those gentlemen, 
I would beg to put forward a few remarks which have occurred to 
me during scveral visits to the various ports during the last three 
years as to the nature of the trade, and the number of British 
subjects under Consular jurisdiction at each of them. I do not 
take into consideration British subjects who may be officials in 
the Chinese Customs, as they are to all intents and purposes ser- 
vants of the Chinese Government, nor do I include missionaries, 
for though many of them cause much trouble, I do not think that 
were missionaries to establish themselves at any place where there 
was no representative of the mercantile class, the British Govern- 
ment would be likely to establish a Consulate there for their 
protection. I have shown, however, ina tabular form at the end 
of this memorandum, the number of missionaries, and the ap- 
proximate number of Englishmen in Chinese employ at each of 
the ‘Treacy ports. 

The import trade from the British Empire direct centres at 
Tlong Kong and Shanghai; the exports into China proper from 
the former place are shown by the Customs returns to have 
amounted to a little more than three-eighths of the value of those 
imported from Great Britain; unfortunately no trade returns 
are published in the Colony, but as the consumption of foreign 
goods in the island cannot be large, probably nine-tenths of what 
is exported from England to Hong Kong finds its way to the 
mainland of Chin. 
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From Hong Kong and Shanghai foreign goods are forwarded 
to the other ports; Moag Noag supplics Caa‘on and the coast 
orts of Saati m Aswy,and Foochow ; Shinghai, which imported 
ast year (1864) fereign goods to the value of about fifteen mil- 
lions sterling, and re-exnorted to other Chinese ports* nine and a 
half millions, supplies Ningpo, the ports of Chinkeang. Kewkeang 
and Hankor. on the Yangtsze, the northern ports of Chefuo, Tier- 
tsin, on the Peiho, the port for Peking (which next to Shanghai 
takes the largest quantity of foreign goods), and Verchirmng, at 
the head of the gulf of Pecheli. Goods are carried from Hong 
Kong to Canton in British steamers of American build running 
daily (ten hours), and to the coast ports in steamers belonging to 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company. and other firms. 

From Shanghai Jarge American stenmers run to Ningpo (twenty 
six to twenty-eight hours) ; steamers belonging to the same firm, 
of about 2,000 tons burden, go up to the Yangtsze three or four 
times a week, an English company running two smaller boats of 
similar build. There are two lines of steamers, one English and 
the other American. trading during the season between Shanghai, 
Chefoo, and Tientsin, occasionally going to Newchwang. At 
nearly every port the regularly trading steamers enter into a bond 
with the Customs, and in consequence are generally relieved, if 
English, from depositing their papers at the Consulate, so that 
except in the case of a disturbance on board, or a riot amongst 
drunken sailors on shore, the consul has little or nothing to do 
with them. The shipping business at Shanghai is managed (under 
the consul) by a temporary clerk, with an assistant, and that at 
Whampoa and Foochow by the Vice-Consuls, without any assist 
ance. 

A good deal of the coasting trade, principally in Chinese pro- 
duce and on Chinese account. is carried on in sailing vessels, of 
which there are nearly as many North GermanasBritish ; these are 
very often chartered by Chinamen without the intervention of any 
foreign broker. The number of British residents at all the out- 
ports would appear to be decreasing. The Chinese are fast taking 
the trade into their own hands, and it is not to be wondered at: 
they keep no large establishments, live cheaply, can travel from 
any port to Hong Kong or Shanghai and back for a few dollars, 
buy exactly the quality of goods their countrymen want, and in 
quantities to suit the demand of the market, so that they arc able 
to undersell the fureigner. 

At Caton the British community, exclusive of Consular officials, 
Custom-house officers, and missionaries, consists of thirteen in- 
dividuals belonging to nine firms ; there are also six Parsees or 
Moormen. ‘The large houses at Hong Kong generally have one 
tea taster here, the remainder of the fifteen are public tea tasters 
or commission agents. In the Customs Returns, the direct foreign 
trade of Canton is put down at, in round numbers, £2,000,000 
sterling, but it must be borne in mind that not only at Canton, 
but also at Swatow, Amoy, and Foochow, the direct foreign trade 
(on page 19 of the Customs Abstract of Trade for 1868) refers 
almost entirely to the importation of goods from Hong Kong and 
the Straics; Hong Kong being a British colony is treatedas a British 
port; the result tv England is the same, however much the position 
of British residents at the ports referred to is affected. Goods 
now are imported frem Hong Kong principally by Chinamen them- 
selves, and not by foreign merchants as formerly. I may mention 
that there is another statement in the Customs Reports, relative 
to Canton, likely to mislead those unacquainted with the place ; 
it is said that a large number of ocean steamers are entered at 
the port during the year; by far the greatest number of those are 
vessels belonging to the various mail companies, which during the 
intervals tetween the arrival and departure of the mails are sent 
up to Whampoa to lic in fresh water ; others go up to be repaired 
in the docks at that place, which I hear, however, are likely to 
be given up, owing to the construction of larger and more con- 
venient ones at Kowloon. Canton 18 the residence of the Viceroy 
of the province of Kwangtung, with whom, at any time, the 
Governor of Hong Kung may come into collision, and as all ques- 
tions of dispute must pass through the Consul, the Canton Uon- 
sulate must always be an important one. He lives inside the 
city. and the house built for him some years ago in the foreign 
concessiun has never been occupied. The present staff consists of 
a Consul, assistant. and interpreter, with a Vice-Consul at Wham- 
poa, where the shipping of any size anchor, and where neazly the 
while of the shipping business of the office is done. 

At Soratw the trade seems to have decreased considerably 
durirg the last year, and bere. as at Canton, tke Chinese have 
nearly the whole trade in foreign goods in their own hands. 
There are two English firms, a merchant’s and a storekeeper's ; 
the former has enly become English during the last three vears, 
formerly it was American ; the mercantile men with a doctor 
makes up a community of six individuals, The Consular staff, 
at } resent, consists of an acting Consul and an assistant ; an inter- 
preter is auth: rised ; but if the present staff is considered suffi- 
cient, ora Vice Consul at Swatow with an assistant at Chow-chow- 
foo. to sce that the geols of the ou British merchant there are 
net subject to the squeezes of the mandarins, a saving will be 
effvcted in luiidings, as it will not then be necessary to renew the 
intery reter’s heuse, at probably a cost of £3,000. 

At Avie. too, the trade has decreased ; this is owing, I under- 
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stand, principally to the heavy taxes levied upon foreign goods 
in the interior ; when this has been rectified it will probably re- 
cover. There are nine British firms with a mercantile community 
of about thirty ; to look after their interests there is allowed a 
staff of Consul, interpreter, and assistant. Twenty-one British? 
vessels entered and cleared during. the last quarter of 1868, nearly 
all with China produce from and to Chinese ports and Singapore. 

Foorhow must always be a place of importance, as it is the 
great shipping port fur tea, though the importation of foreign 
woods is cven smaller here than at Swatow. As it is the residence 
of the Viceroy of Fuh-kien, it is an important Cousulate, and 
perhaps a larger staff may be maintained here than the amount 
of trade would appear to justify, for though the export of tea in 
British bottoms is large, the whole of the shipping business of the 
Consulate is now transacted at the Pugoda Anchorage, where & 
Vice-Cousul is stationed. A Consul, interpreter, and assistant, 
constitutes the present staff. Here, as at Canton, the Consul has 
a house inside tne city, and if itis retained now that a new house 
has been built for him in the forcign settlement it ought to be 
utilised as quarters for the interpreter or assistant ; hitherto the 
Consul has retaincd in his occupation both the house inside the 
city and the interpreter’s residence in the settlement, rendering 
it necessary to give lodging allowance to the interpreters. There 
are twenty-three British mercantile houses, banks, d&c., and about 
sixty British subjects, exclusive of Custom-house officers and 
missionaries. 

The British population of Vinzpo (mercantile, medical, and 
storekeeping) consists of sbout fifteen persons. members of firms, 
the principal business of many of whom, as officially reported by 
a former Commissioner of Customs at the port, consists in selling 
their names to Chinamen to enable the latter to pass their goods 
in the interior without payment of those transit dues to 
which they would be subject if they were sent in their own 
name, and not in that of a foreigner. Steamers run to Shanghai 
every other day, and here, too, the Chinese are their own im- 
porters, to a very great extent, of foreign goods. The authorised 
Consular staff consists of a Consul, interpreter, and assistant; @ 
house for the Consul is being proceeded with, and though, on ac- 
count of the nature of the ground, it was deemed advisable to 
drive piles for the foundation of the house for the interpreter, 
nothing further will be done at present. It may be foundin a 
year or two that s) many Consular officers are not required. 

Shanghai forms quite an exceptional case; the gross value of 
the trade at this port last year amounted to nearly thirty-three 
millions sterling (see Customs Report, page 21, for extent and 
nature of the trade), andthe British community cousists of about 
1,000, besides a floating number of distressed seamen, deserters, 
and other loafers. Though judicial affairs, except as regards 
mattersin the Chinese mixed court, have been transferred from 
the Consulate to the Supreme Court, the Consular staff appears 
to be fixed on a very economical scale. It seemingly forms a 
great contrast to the establishments at some of the outports. It 
consists of a Consul, Vice-Consul, one interpreter, and two assist- 
ants, with two temporary clerks in the shipping office. 

Chinkeuiy, after being abolished altogether, was first made an 
assistant’s charge ; within the last month, however, a mayried in- 
terpreter has been ordered there ; so, I suppose, a new house will 
be asked for,as the present one, though well enough suited for a 
bachelor, is not, in such a climate, fit for the accommodation of a 
family. Four changes have been made in this Consulate in a 
little over two vears. There are two British firms, comprising 
three individuals; one of these having just left for England. 
The British community, besides the Consul and his constable, 
consists of two, one of whom is agent for the British steamers 
running to Hankow. The whole of the trade, or nearly all (for 
a small amount of goods is carried in lorchas), is done by means 
of the river steamers, which, on their way up and down the river, 
remain alongside a hulk anchored in the stream for about an hour 
to discharge and take in cargo. It is at present a subordinate 
port under Shanghai, from which it can be reached by steamers 
in from eighteen to twenty-four hours. 


At Acukiiny affairs are much the same as at Chinkeang, little 
or no trade for foreign merchants, though tea is exported to some 
extent. The British residents, who in 1868 amounted to fifteen, 
have now dwindled down to five. If it goes down any more it

7 In Formosa there are four ports ; Tamsvi and Aeclung, in the 
north of the island, about thirty miles ‘apart. Zaiwun and 
Takao, in the south, at about the same distance from cach other. 
There is one British firm in Zamsui, with a branch at Aeclung, 
giving employment to six or seven persuns. At these two places 
entered and cleared during the lust quarter of 1868, probably 
one half of which were British. The trade is small, but will 
probably increase when the cual mines at Keelung are worked in 
a proper manner. ‘The export of camphor is also increasing, and 
must continue to do so, now that the Chinese monopoly has been 
done away with.

The Vice Consul is at Jaian, where the Governor of 
the island lives ; he has to look after the interests of the branches 
of two firms at Amoy, represeuted by two individuals at ‘Taiwan 
and two at Takao. Besides missionaries and Customs officials 
there are two other British subjects. The assistant is at 'l'akao. 
During the last quarter of 1868 ten vessels entered at the two 
ports, five of which were British; and nine cleared, of which six 
were British. A small schooner makes periodical trips between 
Amoy and ‘'nkao, which would nearly, if not altogether, accouut 
for the British entries.

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The above return does not include women and children, but only 
men following some definitive pursuit ; there are, of course, in 
addition, many stray individuals at the ports, such as tramps, 
deserters, &c.

Shanghai is omitted as being an excep- 
tional case. 

Approximately, we have one Consular officer to every six em- 
ployed in trade ; one Consular officer to every eight employed in 
trade, and including missionaries ; and one Consular officer to 
every three houses of business, excluding every branch of the 
same house or different firm. 


MeMoranpum on Diptomaric And ConsoLAn ARRANGEMENTS IN 
Cuina BY Mason Crossman. 

Any material reduction in the cost of our Diplomatic and 
Consular Establishments in the East will be effected more by a 
reorganisation of the service than by the curtailment of salaries 
and incidental expenditure. England’sinterest in Chiaa is mainly 
commercial, and her public servants in that country, whether at 
Peking, Ilong Kong, or the Treaty ports, should be looked upon 
as men sent expressly to advance the interests of trade rather 
an as diplomatic agents with great international duties to per- 
orm. 

At present the Colonial Office rules Hong Kong, while the 
minister at Peking and the Consuls at the Treaty ports are under 
the Foreign Office. Wong Kong is in such close proximity to the 
mainlaud that constant questions must arise between the Governor 
of the Island and the Chinese authorities, which can only be 
settled through the medium of Her Majesty’s Consul at Canton; 
so that not only are the communications between the Colonial 
and Chinese authorities not always of the most satisfactory na- 
ture, but there is a chance of a ditference of opinion between the 
officers of two departments of the Crown, which might cause great 
delay in the progress of business. If the Colony and Legation 
were placed under one head, as they formerly were under the 
Superintendent of Trade, that diflicuity would be obviated. 

The policy established by the Home Government of dealing 
with the central power at Peking instead of with the local vice- 
roys, would render it necessary thut the heud-quarters of the chief 
oificer should be ot Peking 5 butat the same time he might be Go- 
vernor of Lloag Nong, ut which place he would remain for a certain 
tine every year. A Licutenant-Governor might be appointed to 
take charge of all matters connected with the local administra- 
tion of the island, reserving for his superior only similar questions 
to those now submitted by the Consuls at Treaty ports to the 
minister. 

Another advantage in this arrangement would be that the 
minister, instead of being isolated at Peking, in which place he 


‘is frozen up during three months in the year, would have an 


opportunity of mixing more with his countrymen, and being en- 
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abled on that account to judge better for himself as to the require- 
ments of trade. A ship of war might be placed at his disposal 
every year to carry him from port to port, the cost of which would 
be covered by the saving in the expense of the Government of 
Hong Kong. The more frequent visiting of the ports would have 
a good effect upon the minds of the native officials, who would 
know that the minister would then be able to speak from his own 
knowledge, and consequently with greater force, to the Govern- 
ment at Peking of any failure on their part to fulfil Treaty obli- 
gations. Under what department of the Crown this arrangement 
would be best carried out is for the consideration of the Govern. 
ment : but I would venture to suggest that as profits of so many 
nationalities are mixed together at the various ports, and inter- 
national disputes must sometimes arise, the Foreign Office would 
appear to be the proper authority. 

may mention here that even allowing for the large number 
of Chinese who are resident in Hong Kong, the contrast between 
that Colony and Shanghai is striking. The number of Foreign 
residents (exclusive of troops) at each place is about the same. 
At the one there is a Governor with a long array of colonial 
Officials ; at the other, a judge, consul, and a municipal council. 
Anyone who knows the two places cannot but acknowledge that 
Shanghai is in no degree inferior to Hong Kong in all the results 
of good government. Owing to the large number of Chinese in 
the island. it is necessary to keep some European troops there ; but 
it is submitted that a great saving might be effected by a revision 
of the present military establishment. 

The protection of our trade in the East must rest with the 
Navy. In ihe event cf a war with China, the few soldiers at 
Hong Kong and Yokohama would alone be of little use ; troops 
would, as on previous occasions, have to be sent out from India 
and from Europe. The garrison at Hong Kong should probably 
consist of Marines, who might be borne on the books of the flag- 
ships ; they are more at home on board ships of war, and, should 
occasion arise for any display of force, there would be no difficulty 
arising from divided command, which might be the case if troops 
of the line were embarked. 

The substitution uf Marines, including a proportion of Marine 
Artillery to man the batteries at Hong Kong, would render un- 
necessary the present staff ; the control officers would not be re- 
quired. as the provisioning of the men would be looked after by 
the officers of the Naval Yard. A battalion would probably be 
sufficient ; a portion of them might be sent by reliefs to Yoko- 
hama, but only as a sanitary arrangement, as the safety of foreign 
residents there is amply secured by the presence of ships of war 
of all nations, always at anchor in that port. Consequent on the 
alteration in the mode of government at Hong Kong would arise 
@ saving in the reduction of the Consular establishments at Can- 
ton and Swatow, which, with Whampoa, might be Vice Consulates 
of Hong Kong, the Lieutenant-Governor of which might have 
the rank of Consul-General. 

In discussing Cunsular matters in China, it cannot be too 
strongly stated that the trade in the hands of foreign merchants 
is, as regard imports, concentrated at Shanghai and Hong Kong, 
for though Chefvo is becoming a port of direct entry, the trade 
there is as yet too small to affect the general statement ; and as 
regards exports, the trade may be said to be confined to Shanghai, 
Foochow, ani Hong Kong; the teas from the Yangtsze nearly 
all come through the first-named place. The Chinese are taking 
the coast trade into their own hands, though it is carried on in 
foreign bottoms ; it is therefore for consideration whether such 
large Consular establishments are required now as in former years 
and whether those at the minor ports might not be reduced to 
Consulates, and made subsidiary to the principal centres of 

e. 
As stated in a former Memorandum (besides the arrangement 
pore above for grouping Hong Kong, Canton, Whampoa, and 

watow), Amoy, and the new port of Woochang, if opened, might 
be placed under Fouchow ; Ningpo, Chinkiung (and Wahu, if 
opened); under Shanghai; Kewsung and any upper river ports 
that may be opened, under Hankow. The ports ot Cheefoo, Tient- 
sin, and Newchwang remaining as at present, though. in the 
case of the latter. now that the rule so long held to of not giving 
up aay place in China when once occupied, however unimportant 
the trade might be, has been broken through in the case of For- 
mosa, it is to be hoped that the establishment there if not removed 
altogether will be considerably reduced. 


It is submitted whether it would not be advisable— 


1. To place the Government of Hong Kong under the 
Foreign-Office The minister, or superintendent of trade, in 
China to be Governcr, with a Lieutenant-Governor under 
him, who should also be Consul-General forthe southern 
ports. 

2 To reduce the establishments at the minor ports from 


Consulates, making them subsidiary to the principal centres | 


of trade. 

3. Though this matter is hardly relevant to the question 
of Consular cstablishments—to remove the present military 
establishment at Hong Koag, substituting for the present 
Garrison a battalion of Marines, under the orders of the Ad- 
Miralon the station. 

As regards matters of detail' connected with the present Con- 
sular establishme:ts, 1 understand that considerable reductions 
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have lately been made in the number of Chinese servants and 
attendants, and were the staff at each station definitely settled, 
and a certain allowance made for contingent expenses, a saving 
of money might, I think, be effected. The expenses for chaplains 
have been greatly reduced ; expenses than which. as formerly . 
paid, nothing could be more unfair to the British taxpayer. 

The payment for medical attendance to Consular officers Go- 
vernment ought hardly to be expected to provide for specially ; 
it is an item of personal expenditure, which should be considered 
in determining their pay. ‘There are no ports in China, with the 
exception only, I think, of Newchwang, where the Government 
pays a doctor £200 a-year, where civil or missionary doctors are 
not established ; their usual custom is to make an annual charge 
of from £15 to £50, according to the numbers in a household. 

As regards furniture, though I expressed myself lately in fa- 
vour of granting it to junior assistants when quarters are pro- 
vided for them, on further consideration. I am of opinion that it 
would be more satisfactory, both to the Government and to the 
officers, if they provided themselves, the expense they are put to 
on that account being also considered in their salaries. 

Salaries in China may appear large when compared with those 
of other Civil servants of the Crown, but they cannot be consi- 
dered too high. The expense of living is great, and it must be 
remembered that a voyage home every five or six years is almost 
a matter of necessity, during which expenses are incurred which 
their pay, especially that of the junior ranks, hardly covers ; under 
the present regulations, too, they are liable to be moved contin- 
ually from one port to another, not only at considerable expense 
to the public, but at a great cost to themselves. Should the Go- 
vernment think fit to make an increase to their salaries, say of 
from £50 to £150 a-year, according to the status of the officers, 
putting an end to the special allowances at Shanghai and Hankow, 
it would, I think, compensate them for expenses incurred for 
medical attendance, and by removal and loss upon furniture. If 
the staff were reduced, no extra expense could be incurred by 
Government. I have not been able to ascertain how much would 
actually be saved by the above proposes, not knowing the cost 
of the present establishment at Hong Kong, and not having seen 
the Consular Estimates for the ensuing year. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA, 1871. 
[Report of Mr. Consul Gower.] 


Ihave purposely refrained from comparing the Imports and 
Exports of 1871 with those of the previous year, for the reason 
that the information furnished by such a comparison would be 
misleading, owing to the worthlessness of the Japanese Returns. 
These, in Eacknies 2, 4, and 5, have been compared with those 
of the Chamber of Commerce, which latter, it is well known, do 
not entirely represent the actual amount of trade, and the great 
discrepancy between the two will serve to show how little reliance 
can be placed on the statistics of the Custom-houses. 

In compliance with instructions, however, Enclosures 1 and 3 
have been compiled from the application for Permit Forms re- 
ceived by the native officials. Although these are printed with 
the headings necessary for a full statement of the description 
and value of the merchandise, they often are not properly filled 
up ; so that the labour spent in endeavouring to compile correct 
tables is little better than lost. Indeed, even when details are - 
furnished I have reason to suspect that these are not always cor- 
rect, from the fact that these documents show more ‘* White 
Shirtings,”’ “T-Cloths,” Chintzes,” and “ Merinos”” than actually 
were imported ; and J must therefore conclude that under these 
denominations were allowed to pass “ Turkey Reds,” “ Taffachelas,” 
“ Velveta,” and “ 'Thibets,” for the purpose of evading the diffe- 
rence of duty on these more expensive goods. 

Lxports.—The tea from the neighbouring districts has already 
acquired such a repute for superiority, that American houses have 
specially sent for ours in preference to that produced near the 
other open ports. The demand has so much increased that, to 
meet it, some native dealers endeavoured to dispose of oid leaf 
by mixing it with that of the new season ; but of course that did 
not succeed, and they naturally had to sustain losses which are 
not likely to encourage a repetition of such a fraudulent specula- 
tion, which also might have seriously affected the good reputation 
of our principal export. 

Silk.—Dces not show favourable results during last year. The 
native merchant, who could not understand that the war in Eu- 
rope would greatly diminish the demand for this produce and 
silkworm egys, instead of reducing his prices, preferred as a last 
resource to forward in native steamers the greater quantity of these 
articles to Yokohatna, where he had to incur heavier loss than if 
he had disposed of them here. 


General Observations. 

With reference to Iliogo, I shall limit these to a few words, be 
cause when I have mentioned that the port has been provided 
with a lighthouse, that the railway works are progressing slowly, 
and that some wide rouds are being made on the Kobe side of the 
; Dative town, all other naturally expected improvements have 
either been altogether checked or badly executed by the late 
Gon chiji, Mr. Nakayama, whose short-sighted policy appears to 
have been that of accumulating moncy by illegally interfering 
with trade, or 8; ending it badly when compelled to do go. 
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To these mis‘ortunes, which might have beenavoided, [ must also 
add that of our having been visited by a most frizhtful typhoon 
in July last, which caused much damage and greatly retarded the 
completion of our municipal works. The sea wall in front of the 
foreign scttlement, which on this occasion was eutirely washed 
away, was after a considerable delay replaced with a similar in- 
adequate protection, which now extendsall along the native town. 
This certainly improves the appearance of the place—but it has 
been builton euch economic and faulty principles that it is sure 
t crumble down at the very first severe test. 

At Osaka a lizhthouse has also been placed near the mouth of 
the river, rendcring it approachable by night. Exclusive of nu- 
merous native sailing crafts, the communication between the two 
ports is kept up by twenty-four small river steamers, some of 
which have been constructed at Hiogo ; | ut never more than half 
the number are simultaneou-ly running, in consequence of con- 
stant repairs being generally required by those which are entirely 
under Japanese control. This wonderfully increasing traffic 
with the commercial capital would also be greatly furthered by 
the completion of our railroad ; but I suppose that before we 
can hope for any active steps towards this necessary end we shall 
posently have to wait until the line between Yokohama and 

okei is entirely finished and in good working order. 

The Mint, under the direction of Major Kinder, commenced to 
work on the 4th of last August, and has proved successful beyond 
all anticipation. The bullion sent in for coinage has hitherto far 
exceeded the powers of that establishment as originally constructed; 
and, indecd, the Mint authorities have been compelied to decline 
receiving any more silver until the completion of a large melting- 
house now in course of erection, which will also save much time 
in facilitating the valuation of larger quantities of that metal. 
Corresponding enlargements, wherever practicable, and strong- 
holds which on Majcr Kinder’s tasteful plans improve the front 
aspect of that edifice, are also being constructed—so that on the 
arrival of the expected new coining-presses from England the 
Mint will coon be able to meet any demand that may eventually 
arise.

The folloning address from the members of the Edinburgh 
Chamber of Commerce was presented to the Japanese Ambassa- 
dors on the 19th inst. :— 


The Chamber of Commerce and Menufactures of Edinburgh gladly 
avail themselves of the opportanity of your Excellencies’ visit to this 
city to present their hearty congratulatione. In common with all their 
countrymen they have witnessed with the decpest interest the recent 
course of public events in Japan, by which not only have its harbours 
been opened to foreign shippiny, and encouragement given to free inter- 
Course with other countries, but the most praiseworthy resolution has 
been manifested to make use of that intercourse in order to acquire a 
knowledge of the udvantages evjoyed by Western nations, and to promote 
their introduction into Japan. The presence of your Excellencies here 
is a str:King proof of the cnergy with which this intelligent policy hes 
been curried into effect, and is in keeping with the vigour and decision 
of action which was remarked in your countrymen by the earlicst of 
European travellers many centuries ago. Such a course causes Japan 
to stund out in preminent contrast with other Eastern nations, which, it 
is hoped, muy be st:mulated to follow the example. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Edinburgh was the first to avow the 
principle of freedom of trade, as distinguished from an exclusive com- 
mercial policy. Believing it to be the most cffectual means fur pro- 
moting mutual advantage und friendly intercourse of nations, they ven- 
ture to urge on your Excellencies to use your powerful influence in be- 
half of this, the natural order of commercial relations. They cherish 
the hope that your Excellencies may carry away, from what you have 
witnessed in America and here, the conviction that every freedom com- 
patible with good government may be given not only to the transactions 
of cumnierce, but to the researches of travellers, and to the beuevolent 
efforts of those who scek your distant shores, not for the purpose of their 
own pecuniary profit, but to communicute even greater benefits than 
mere material wealth can confer, The Chamber conclude by expressing 
their earnest wish that your Excellencies may have a prosperous return 
to your native lund, and that great and lasting benefits may be the re- 
sult of so remarkable a mission.

Iwakura replied in Japanese, which was interpreted as follows:—On 
behalf of the country we represent here to-day, allow us to express our 
thanks for the honour you have done our Sovereign in drinking to the 
toast. We wish also to express our thanks and deep appreciation of 
your kind feeling and hospitality shown to us to-day. We have everye 
where been received with much kindness, but nowhere with more than 
here, and we ure deeply indebted to the Manufacturers’ Corporation for

thank you all. 

The Chairman then said: Though the time at our disposal is very 
limited, I caunot allow our illustrious guests to leave us without expreas- 
ing to them our sense of the very great obligations for the honour they 
have conferred upon our Corporation and the town of Galashiela. I 
therefore call upon you to filla bumper to our illustrious guests, the 
Embassy from Japan, who have honoured us by their presence to-daye 
I am sure it is a satisfaction to us all that those celebrated men of the 
East should have seen cause to direct their attention to the industries 
of the West, und knowing that our present illustrious guests are repre- 
sentative men of Japan, in all its aspects, it behoves us to encourage 
that spiritof inquiry which has prompted them to undertake such a 
long und arduous journey, and to give them a hearty welcome, feeling 
sure that the greater the interchange of thought—the more one nation 
knows of another—the sooner will that time arrive when all nations will 
live in peace. ; 

Iwakura replicd—Allow us to express our thanks for the kind manner 
in which we have been received, and for your kiud propvsal. We 
deeply appreciate your kind expressions 10 us, and hope that your 
wishes for prosperity and peace may be realised. We hope that the 
coinmercial business may be increased between this country and our 
country, und we hope thue the prosperity you wish us may be enjoyed by 
both countries, 

The Chairman, in the name of the Manufacturers’ Corporation, 
thanked the Embassy for their kind wishes, and sa:d it had given them 
very much pleasure to have received such distinguished guests, He 
hoped the interests of both countries would be benefited by the ioter- 
change of their respcctive products. Mr. Adam Cochrane proposed the 
Enrepean visitors connceted with the Embassy. Sir Harry Parkes re- 
pl:ed, thanking the company, and expressing fuith that at no distant day 
even the products of Galashiels might be found in the Japanese market. 

The Ambassadors arrived in Newcastle on the morning of 
Tuesday, the 22nd inst., and that day was spent in visiting Sir 
William Armstrong’s works at Elswick and the Gosforth Colliery. 
They were conducted through the works by Sir William Arm- 
strong. They were first shown one of the hydraulic cranes at 
work, and then passing into the erecting shop, the working of 
hydraulic machinery and a hydraulic engine was explained. The 
varied operations in the fitting shops, the turning and boring 
shop, the workmen in which were employed upon breech pieces 
for Armstrong guns, a twelve-ton hammer, a large number of 
fully-finished guns of various calibre next arrested the attention 
of the Ambassadors, and appeared to be objects of very great 
interest. The visitors then passed through a new forging shop, 
nearly completed, which contains a twenty-ton double acting 
hammer of 12ft. stroke, and two anvil blocks, one of 65 tons, 
and the other of 135 tons weight. The Gatling gun was 
then shown to the visitors, and they evinced no little surprise 
when a drum of 240 cartridges was placed above the breech, and 
in three minutes all fired off against a bank of earth some twenty 
yards distant. The blast furnaces, with the engines and machinery 
connected with them, next came under observation, and a passing 
inspection of the moulding shop, and a sccond view of the forges 
completed the visit. ‘The Ambassadors then drove to the colliery, 
ard having descended the shaft, went along the drift to the low 
main, 1,011 yards from the bottom of the shaft, where the miners 
are at work. From this point the party proceeded in various di- 
rections through the minor workings, and they remained in the 
pit upwards of two hours. 

The Ambassadors proceeded to Bradford on Thursday. They were 
received at Leeds by the Mayor of Bradford (Mr. Thompson) and 
the President of the Chamber of Commerce (Alderman Law), 
and conducted to Bradford. During the afternoon addresses 
were presented to the Ambassadors on behalf of the Mayor and 
Town Council and the Council of the Chamber of Commerce. The 
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Ambassadors were afterwards entertained at dinner by the Presi- 
dent and the Chamber, and in the evening they accompanied the 
Mayor and other gentlemen to a concert in St. George’s Hall, 
which was crowded by a vast audience. 

The scicntifie branch of the Embassy has been divided into 
several sections, and some of its members have been pursuing 
their investizations in Glasgow, Edinburgh, and the vicinity, 
while others have joined the chief Ambassadors. 








INTERVIEW BETWEEN THE AMERICAN PRESI- 
DENT AND THE JAPANESE ENVOY. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

Mr. Mori made an informal call upon the President for the pur- 
pose of introducing a Daimio of Japan who has jast reached this 
country by way of Europe. The President shook hands warmly 
with the Daimio, and said that he was always glad to see a re- 
presentative of his nation, to which his visitor made an appro- 
presi reply. After some further exchange of compliments the 

sident referred to the late news from Japan as given in 
these despatches, and expressed his extreme sorrow at the threat- 
ening tendency of affaira. Mr. Mori hereupon alluded to the 
acknowlcdged private ‘source of the information, and said that his 
own advices up to this time did not sustain it, and he hoped within 
a few wecks to Le able to lay full intelligence before this Government. 
The report provabiy grew out of the fact that the Retrogressionists or 
Conservatives have lately renewed their efforts to restore the lost 
balance of power between themselves and the Progressionists, who 
had gained a monopoly of the Government. The President remarked 
that the Prozressionists appeared to be far in advance of public sen- 
‘timent, which Mr. Mori admitted, repeating his views of a day or two 
ago that the best policy was to admit the Retrogressionists to their 
shape of powcr and assimilate them to the Progressives by education. 


Mr. Mori next spoke of the religious feeling in the Empire, and 
here it should be remarked that he himself is regarded at home asa 
free-thinker of the Ralpb Waldo Emerson school. He favours public 
worship as a matter of policy, but is opposed to a State Church. His 
desire to return to Japan is understood to be inspired by & view of 
labouring for the religious emancipation of his country as a private 
citizen. In answer to an expression of surprise from the President at 
his anxiety to leave this country, Mr. Mori said that he believed in 
improvement, and had lived long enough to know, as the President 
had probably discovered years before him, that in order to advance 
and improve, the levers of advancement and improvement must be 
directly applied. Japan for ages had been backward among the nations 
of civilisation, but he now hoped and believed she was entering upon 
a new era, the results of which would in a measure compensate for 
what had been lost. 


The President said that he sympathised heartily in these desires, 
and that Japan may be made a close friend of the United States, with 
great advantage to both from the commercial relations likely to be 
established between the two nations. 

Mr. Mori, in continuation, said that he had sent his resignation to 
the Tenno last January, but it was not accepted, and he did not know 
whether he should be able to carry out his plans. He had, however, 
sent his commission back to Japan, with the request that his succes- 
sor be appointed without avoidable delay; but he was unable to say 
what the result would be, having no reply as yet. 

The President next asked Mr. Mori, with much interest, what his 

opinion was in regard to the reactionary movement, and received for 
reply that Mr. Morihad but one opinion, namely, that the progressive 
tendency is irresistible; that he bad too much faith in the inherent 
force of modern civilisation to believe that the onward march conld 
now be arrested ; that he looked upon his country as the rising sun 
of the East, and that his government was wise enough to recognise the 
fact that the age is everywhere moving onward, and that, if the pro- 
grees of Japan be now hindered, a hundred or a thousand years hence 
would witness her at a standstill, the same Japan she bad been in the 
past. 
The President hoped that his eloquent visitor would not be disap- 
pointed, and the latter repeated his disclaimer of any fear upon the 
subject. Mr. Mori was anable to confirm the reported discharge of 
the Americans employed in the Japanese service, his latest advices 
about them being, indeed, of an opposite character, and suggestive 
rather of additional honours than of disgrace for General Capron and 
his colleagues. The conversation next turned upon the mission of 
the Embassy Jately in this country, and passed thence to the thirty 
million loan which a Japanese Treasury officer, assisted by General 
Geo. B. Williams, late of our own Treasury Department, is endeavour- 
ing to place somewhere, 


Mr. Mori said he would not conceal his dieappointment at the ap- 
pearance of the loan commission in this country, and fully bore out in 
his remarks the statement of his position in these despatches of Tues- 
day. Indced, tne opposition of himself and Mr. Iwakura, the Chief 
Ambassador. then in Washington, was no secret at the time, and their 
best efforts were directed towards the embarrassment of tke negotia- 
tions attempted in New York. Their own idea was to fund the float- 
ing debt which the loan was intended to cancel by the issue of interest- 
bearing bonds, on the plan cf the United States Five Per Cent. Loan, 
and thus keep the whoie businegs at home. 

Wiih regard to the two vessels building in New York Mr. Mori in- 
formed the President that be had great hopes of a naval marine for 
Japan which weuld render her capable of coping with her possible 
foee. and knowiog that his sentiments are shared by the home Go- 
veroment and the Embasey lately here, he ig eatisfied that the pre- 
Rent stoppage of money ix but temporary, and probably due to such 

& Cause 4s would be liable to occur in the trangactions of a well-regu- 
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He looks for immediate remittances to go on with the work. 


Upon this the Japanese Charge d Affaircs with the Daimio, who 
had been almost a silent participant in the interview, and who had 
evidently served as a means of arranging the opportunity for the 
conversation with the President, retired from the Executive Mansion. 
The Legation is evidently alarmed at the wide publicity given to the 
late despatches from here upon the internal situation of the Empire, 
and there is little doubt that the official diesimulation, which isa staple 
resort of Asiatic diplomacy, is made a present agency in counteracting 
or postponing the effect of the disclosure.

The India and China banks have now made all their reports 
and held their meetings, and the extent to which the several banks 
have suffered is now known. The Agra Bank is a creditor for 
£67,500, and though 8 per cent. per annnm was earned in the 
half year, and 5 was intended to be divided, the company sus- 
pends dividends. The Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China earned 11 per cent. per annum, and after repaying a defi- 
ciency in the last half-year, had a balance of £19,361, out of 
which a dividend was contemplated, but the bank holds £28,000 
of Gledstanes’ paper, and more than this balance is expected to 
be absorbed in the loss which will thereby be incurred. The Char- 
tered Mercantile Bank of India, London and China held £54,000 
bilis of this firm, of which £35,000 is expected to be actual 
loss ; but as, after paying 8 per cent. per annum, a balance of 
£88,149 remaius, the whole amount is met without affecting 
the dividend. The,Oriental Bank is in a similar position. After 
the usual dividend of £1 10s. per share, the balance at profit and 
loss was sufficient to deduct £50,000 with which to provide for 
the loss on bills, amounting to £67,000. The two or three other 
Indian Banks are too small to come within the reach of this sub- 








ject ; they appear to have escaped the attention of the Gledstanes. 


The foregoing list in no way embraces all the losses inflicted upon 
the banks and discount houses, as not till January next will the 
London and Westminster Bank and the National Discount Com- 
pany, and others, have an opportunity of reporting to what ex- 
tent they suffered. Considerable indignation appears to be felt 
by tne Indian banks at the London and Westminster Bank and 
Manchester creditors voting for a private liquidation, by which 
all exposure is intended to be prevented. In this, however, there 
is @ prospect of their being defeated, as the feeling which is ex- 
cited threatens to enforce the greatest publicity and disclosure. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Imperial Bank of China was 
held at the London Tavern on the 22nd inst., to consider what 
steps could be taken for obtaining from the Bank of Hindustan a 
return of the calls paid to them by virtue of the amalgamation of 
the Banks, which they state has been decided illegal. The ques-* 
tion is a very complicated one, but it appears that these share- 
holders believe that they can drive the shareholders in the Hin- 
dustan to a compromise. Solong as this is pending no return can 
be made to them by the liquidators. 

In our report of the meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation 
we omitted to state that the chairman alluded to the bank’s 
charter as follows :—The shareholders would remember that, on 
the 18th of April, they authorised the directors to apply to Go- 
vernment for the extension of the bank’s charters for twenty-one 
years, or such other period as Her Majesty’s Government might 
decide. That matter was still incompleted ; but, as soon as it 
was decided, the shareholders would be called together. 

A general meeting of the Singapore Gas Company (Limited) 
was held on the 22nd, when the directors’ report, together with 
the statement of accounts, was unanimously adopted, and a divi- 
dend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum was declared for the 
half-year. The chairman, in addressing the meeting, pointed out 
that tke small increase which has taken place in the Jast half-year 
in the gas rental, amounting only to about $142, is tobe attributed 
to the fact that during the past six months the Chinese have been 
prohibited from holding their wyangs, and which naturally has 
diminished the demand for gas, causing a falling off in the receipts 
under this head to the extent of $400. There has been great 
difficulty in keeping up 2 supply of Australian coal. The chief 
supply has been from Labuan, which yields no coke, and their 
product receipts have been very much decreased in consequence. 
The new gus holder had not been at work, owing to the want of 
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rain to fill the tunk ; when this was effected he anticipated larger 
receipts and a decrease in cost of production. A vote of thanks 
was votei to the directors, to Mr. Wells, Manager, and to Mr. 
King, Seeretary. 

A telesram from the ship Lerrst(gatur, engaged in repairing the 
Australian cable, announces that the final splice has been made, 
and that the vessel, haviny now accomplished its task, will re- 
turn at once to Java. ‘This announcement will be duly appre- 
ciated by owners of cabl: property, as showing the comparative 
ease and certainty with which deep sea cables can be repaired. 
The fault in the Australian cable occurred at a depth of about 
1,800 fathoms. It was immediately localised, and within a few 
days of the arrival of the repairing vessel at the spot indicated 
the fault has been successfully removed. As the Australian land 
lines have been for the last few weeks in working order, tele- 
graphic communication with Australia is now finaily established. 
The Mayor of Adelaide has now sent a congratulatory telegram 
to the Lord Mavor of London, in which he expresses the hope 
that the communication just opened may still further cement the 
feelings of loyalty and attachment to Her Majesty which “ cha- 
racterise the whole cf the Australian Provinces of the British 
Empire.” The tariff will be found in another page. 

The Eastern Telegraph Company have determined, in conse- 
quence of the increasin business, to lay a duplicate cable from 
Falmouth to Lisbon, calling at some port in Gallicia, either Co- 
runna or Vigo. 


The St. Bricedule, of Hobart Town, has just arrived from;the 
port of Taiwan, in Formosa, with 4,000 bags of sugar, consigned 
to Messrs. T. A. Gills and Co. We believe this is the first direct 
consignment from Furmosa. 


We understand that the underwriters on the J. C. Stephenson, 
have decided on presenting Capt. Beal (formerly in the China 
trade) with present of £200 and a handsome chronometer watch, 
asa token of appreciation for his skill and exertion in saving 
that vessel, which caught fire on her passage from Calcutta. 

The Manchester market has been firm in tone, but the business 
done has been chictly confined to small lots for prompt delivery. 
Producers have not pressed sales, and at the close there is a 
steady, although generaliy inactive marxet. 

The market for Bar Silver is quiet, with but little doing ; the 
price is, as last quoted, 60d. per oz. standard. Of the large 
amount of Mexican Dollars (£400,000) per Aélantic, referred to 
in our last issue, the larger portion was sold at 53d. per oz., 
being the same price that was obtained for those brought per 
Moselle. The balance has realised 593d. per oz. A considerable 
amount is expected by the West India steamer due on the 29th 
inst. 


The rumours current in Paris of the resignation of Mons. Coul- 
let, the Chief Director of the Comptoir d’Escompte, it appears 
are attributable to some stock-jobbers, who wished to drive down 
the shares. There is no truth in the report. 








ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

TEA. 

The Market has been very quiet during the week. Importers atill 
hold very firmly for extreme prices, which limita business, the trade 
not being eager buyers, whilst the demand for export is also small. 
Priees on the who!e show but little variation, with the exception of a 
slight decline in fuir flavoury Congous, and a further fall in Ping Suey 
Greens, at. public sale without reserve. Public sales have comprised 
6,342 packages Green teas, and 4,292 packages of other kinds, all 
offered and sold without reserve. The deliveries for the weck 
amount to 3.842,(51 Ibs., againet 4,192,961 Ibs. last year. 

Black : Red leaf kinds; siftings of new Import have sold at 4d. to 
1d. per lb. decline. Broken-leaf kinds show no material alteration ; 
fair to common, free from dust, remain very firm at previous rates. 
Fair Kairow kinds have sold rather easier ; in good to fine business has 
been small, but prices remain firm; in finest there is no alteration. 
Pak Lin kinds show no improvement. Black-leaf kinds: The low 
qualities remain dull of sale; good common has been maintained in 
value ; in fair to good medinm a moderate business has been done at 
previous rates; in good to fine kinds some transactions have taken place 
at fall prices. Finest remain steady, up to 2s. 8d. having been paid fer 
superior quality. New-make Canton kinds have been sold atashade under 
last week’s prices. Oolongs : Fair to good have been dullof sale, fine in 
Moderate request. Souchongs show nomaterial change ; the demand is 
atill limited. Flowery Pekoes havc been but little enquired for. Scented 
Teas: Capers, both in Canton and Foochow kinds, there is no new 
feature to notice. Orange Pekoes: In Canton kinds there has been 
but little done, and prices are unchanged. Foochow kinds are still 
difficult to move, except for those with strong scent. Uncoloured 
Japans show no material change. Green : The market has been over 
supplied, and the large sale referred to in our last pasred off very 
heavily, establishing a further fall of fully 1d. per 1b. on Gunpowders 
and medium Young Hysons, the quantity being more than the trade 
were dispesed to buy at one time. Canton kinds remain without 
alteration. 

The NewYork Commercial and Shipping List says the arrival of the 
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British steamers Glenartney, Sarpedi, and Craigforth, from China 
(via the Suez Cunal), has been pn interesting subject of discussion among 
the Tea importers, who are contrasting the merits of the two short routes 
from China. These steamers made good passages, the longest but sixtys 
eight days, which includes five stoppages en voyage for couls, &c. Their 
cargoes have been delivered in splendid order, leaving nothing to be de- 
sired on this point; and, besides the cost of freight is less by from 2}e, 
to 3c. per Ib. in gold than by the Pacitic Mail Stcam-hip Coinpany and 
the Pacitic Railroads. It the succeeding steainers, three in number, now 
en route, are us successful as those already arrived, it may be conceded 
that the route eit Suez is a success, and will in future secure the 
Qreater part of the traffic, unless the rates of freight by the other 
route be materially reduced, and the vexatious delays to which 
shipments by rail are subjected done away with. In view of the 
profitable outward freights now ruling here for European voyages, 
which are likely to coutinue for some time, it is not improbable that 
succeeding charters for steamers from China to New York will be at 
lower prices than are now paid, and if the business can be made profit- 
able at a uniform rate of about £4 there is not much doubt that the 
Suez route will command nine-tenths of the trade. ‘There isonly wanting 
a reduction in the Canal tolls to make it an almost absolute certainty. 
Since the above was written, advices have been received from China 
that the rate per steamer to New York, via Suez Canal, is £4 10s., a 
decline of 15s. This should serve as an admonition to the Pacitic Mail 
and the Overland Railroad managers. 


SILK. 

Messrae. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.’s Circular says:—There is no 
chanve whatever in the position of the market, which still continues 
extremely quiet, and for certain classes of Silk very dull. The public 
gales have been held this week, and although prices have been stea- 
dily muiutained upon the basis of 24s. 9d. for Red Peacocks, 26a. to 
263. 6d. for good to best No. 4, and 28s. 6d. for chop 3rd Tsatlees, 
still very little has been doing either in the sale room or by private 
contract. We are inclined to think, however, that business is not far 
off, and that a stronger market may soon be looked for. Canton Silk 
is very quiet. Common market Tsatlees sell at 178. 6d., but there 
are very few importers who will accept this price, and the bulk of 
arrivals are held for 18s. or more. In Japans common Mybash has 
been selling at lower rates, but good Silk remains firm. Bengals are 
still very dull, and but little is doing, notwithstanding prices appear 
so tempting; the difficulty of getting this Silk thrown is still as great 
asever. Deliveries are satisfactory, being from Ist to 23rd instant:— 
China, 2,131 bales; Canton, 509 bales; Japan, 531 bales; Bengal, 
344 bales ; total, 3,515 bales. 

The periodical public sales were held on the 23rd inst. The quan- 
tities offered were 1,300 bales Bengal Silk, 3,600 bales China, 1,200 
bales Japan, and 1,500 bales Canton Silk. The whole was allowed to 
pags rapidly almoat without biddings, even some emall portions that 
were printed to be sold without reserve producing little animation.
